Robert Fulton was born in I 
Britain, Lancaster Co., Pennsyb 
in 1765. His father, a poor man. 

died when he was three years old, 

and Robert had to light his own way 
through the world, with very little 
help from any one. He | 
talent for art. and at the aj 
seventeen proceeded to Philadelphia 
and established himself as a painter 
of portraits and landscapes. Before 
lie was tv . he had earned 

h money to purchase a small 
farm in W . Pa, Some 

time after 'his period. Fulton 
to England, where he met Ihe Duke 
of Mridgcwaier and ihe Farl of 
Stanhope. These noblemen 
very much interested in canals, which 

then being introduced into 
England, and the Duke recommended 
Fulton to abandon Ihe brush and de- 
vote his attention to civil engineering. 

Fulton followed his advice and 
engaged in canal building. Lord 
Stanhope had a decided genius for 
mechanics, and one of his projects 
» propel vessels through the 
water by means of gigantic ducks' 
feet, worked by machinery. Fulton 
saw that t : i not do. but he 

aftervvards improved on the idea 
when he built, his sleamhoat. 

Fulton invented a marine missle, 
called a torpedo, which he claimed 
would blow th of an enemy 

out of Ihe water with the greatest 
ease- and expedition. lb- offered the 

invention to the French. English and 

hi< own government but there was 
some hitch in the machinery, and so 
it. died a natural death. 

Fulton now turned his attention to 
water navigation He Was nut the in- 
ventor of steamboa -ral others 
having propelled cam- 
but, he was the first wl . 
ful in making the public, believe in 
the invention, and in carrying it 
ou*..

A meeting of the Trustees of the 
School was convened on the 8th inst., 
hut owing to the depth of the snow.
